THE ATLANTIC CABLE.

A COMPLETE HISTORY OF THE DIFFICULTHSS IN
IT* WORKING.

Valkntia, Sunday, Sept. 12..The sound of rejoicing
for the completion of the telegraphic communication betweenEngland aud America hail hardly ceased on botL
idea of the ocean which ha* been bo wonderfully interlectedby the wire, and the ovations and festivities in
honor of those who were instrumental in achieving the
great work were still at their height at this side of the
channel, when a gloom was cast upon ail by the sudden
imd unexpected announcement that intelligible signals
hud ceased to coine through the cable. The public uud
those interested in the success of the undertaking havu,
doubtless, been much surprised that so many days should
have been allowed to elapse since the announcement of
the failure of signals without their being Acquainted,
cither through the company or newsj>nper correspondence,of the progress of affairs at this terminal of the Atlanticwire. But tho fact is that, beyond the bare fact
that signals were uot Accived, there has itecn nothing
to communicate until flic results of the investigations of
Professor Thomson, t

Mr. Edward-Bright, Mr. Vurlcy,
and other scientific' gentlemen, who have been experimentingUjsm ythe cable for the past few days,
hud transpired. Those experiments iiave not yet
been completed, but sufficient lias been done towardspointing out the exact position of, and probable
nature of the fault to justify the public being made acquaintedwith tiie facts. In order to make the present
condition of the cable perfectly understood, it will bo necessaryto trace its history from previous to the lauding
of tho end at Valentia down to the present time. In a

former communication, containing the particulars of the
lost successful cruise of tho Agamemnon, it will beretnr>mlw->r>*ilflint. n>fi*rMim was iMfule to a verv serious eleo-
trical fault having occurred in the cable on Sunday, Augustthe 1st, after about one-half of the distance from
mid-ocean to the shores of Ireland had been traversed.
Though that fault (which was apparently a break in the
continuity of the conductor) gradually recovered itself,
ivfter having caused great trouble and anxiety for some
thirteen hours, yet the electrical condition of the cable
had evidently received a shock from which it never completelyrecovered. This was, however, regarded us a

matter of very little consequence, as the currents which
wero both received and transmitted were sufficiently
good for all the purposes of telegraphing. During the
remaining three or four days which were occupied
in submerging the remainder of the wire its electrical
condition was very variable, being at times very good
and occasionally indifferent. These variations were at tire
tiruo referred to the effects of magnetic storms and earth
currents, but at no time was its condition so defective hs

in any degree to impair the telegraphic communication.
From the time of landing the end, on the 5th of August,to Monday, the 9th, the cable continued iu fair
condition, though a slight defect, of no consequence in
working, was observed in the insulation. Up to that
evening nothing but alternate, positive and negative currentshad been received from Newfouudlund, though
words and adjustment messages hud from soon after the
landing been continually sunt from Valentia. That evening,liowover, coil currents came with the words, "Bend
slower and repeat" from Newfoundland, being sent by
Mr. Wbitehouse's instruments, and received upon bis
beautifully-constructed recording relay. It was soon

found, however, that Mr. Whitehouso's receiving relay,
though admirably adapted for receiving messages through
the cable, bad been odjusted and constructed under the
very natural liclief that the cable, if landed at all, would
have suffered little iu its electrical condition, and it was
found not to work with certainty with the comparatively
feeble signals which arrived from the American continent.Professor Thomson's delicate reflecting galvanometerwas accordingly substituted for it, though messageswere transmitted from both ends as usual by Mr.
Whitehouse'B patent.
During the whole of week, from Monday, the 9th, to Saturday,the 14th, various adjustment messages were receivedand scut through the line, though, in consequence

of their constantly requiring messages from Valentia to
be rei>eated several times, it was evident that iu Newfoundlandtho signals were not read with the same fueil-
ity as those In thu contrary direction to Valentin. This
circumstance tended to prove that the fault which was

observable was somewhere near the Irish coast, for any
defect more than .'100 miles from either coast would affect
the transmission and reception of signals equally at both
ends. Accordingly the cable was underrun for the distanceof about three miles from Valentin island by Mr.
Canning, cut, and tested through by Mr. Bartholomew,
the electrical superintendent, who found tlint whatever
fault existed was far out to sea. The ends were accordinglyjoined up again without a new piece of cable
being laid between Dowlas Head and the shore.
From this to Saturday, 21st of August, the fault
was very variable both in its nature and its
npparcut distance from the Irish coast, it first
appearing something like five hundred miles distant, and
gradually diminishing until it became stationary at a point
calculated with great accuracy to be nearly 270 statute
miles from tho Valentia cud of the cable. All this period
the electrical condition became daily worse and worse,
and it was only with tho greatest difficulty and by constantrepetitions that the various official and congratulatorymessages between the English and American authoritieswere transmitted to Newfoundland, the messages
kick, to Valentia being in almost every case clear and distinct.The condition of the wire became daily more

faulty until tho 31st of August, when a government messagewas despatched through the cable for tho North
American colonics, and on the morning of the 1st of Septembera second government message was safely transmitted,but after it had been duly acknowledged the insulationof the wiro became suddenly worse, and it was
found impossible to make them understand at NewfoundlandWoids aud messages were continually transmitted,but it wna soon evident that on the American Hhoro
they could only just distinguish that signals were

being sent, for tho only answer received at Valentiawas "Itepeat" and ' Don't understand," and even

theso small phrases were only distinguishable at intervals; and since half-past 1 o'clock on the morning of
Friday, the 4th of September, no intelligible signal whateverhas been received. Occasionally, however, very distinctreversals (us regularly alternating positive and negativecurrents are termed) have l>oen received, sometimes
so strong and good that, had they been sending words
from Newfoundland, they might have been distinctly
read on the reflecting galvanomoter of Professor Thomson.When the line is not in use for the purposes of
testing words, short messages arc continually despatched
through thp wiro for an hour at a time, and then for the
next hour the galvanometer is watched for the answer,
which, excepting the reversals already alluded to, nevor
come. From the time of the first cossation of tho signalsup to the present timo Prof. W. Thomson, Mr. Varley,and Mr. Edward Bright have been engaged day and
night in testing, and have come to the conclusion that
thu defect is a loss of insulation about 270 miles (along
the cable) from Valentia. This, calculating tho amount
of slack cable paid out during the later days of the submergingoperations, would place the fault about 220 stat-
uie mi ion iroin Biiore, or somownero upon me mountain

range which divides the depths of the Atlantic from the
comparatively shallow water loading; from the Irish coast.
Reference to logs and diaries kept by those on board the
Agumcmnon during the submerging operations shows that
this bank was crossed between 4 and 5 o'clock on the afternoonof the 3d of August, more than an hour before
the expected time. It bad been intended by Sir Charles
Bright to allow a great quantity of Rlack cable to rnn out
while crossing this point, in order that it might reach
the bottom of all the inequalities which might exist there
undiscovered by the sounding line. But, from sorao unexplainedcause, the Agamemnon throughout tho whole
cruise stoamcd at a greater speed than was registered by
the log-lino. Owing to this circumstance the bank was

reached at least nn hour beforo the expected time, tho first
intimation receivod by those on board being a sudden doorcasein the registerod strain upon the dynamometer nnd
an equally sudden falling off in tlie speed of the cable,
tho ship maintaining the saino rate, as registered by the
b'g-iinc. Sir Charles Bright*s attention was called to the
ircuinstance, nnd he, seeing at once that the shallow
water was approaching, or had actually bcon reached,ordered the weight to bo taken off the bleaks,
and allowed a largo quantity of slack cable to go overboard.It must always remain a matter of doubt, however,
whether the falling off of the strain on and speed of the
cabin was observable at all until the top of tho bank had
been reached; and hod this been the case it is quite possl-

ble that the cable may have remained tfuspendtxl upon
some projecting point* in the steep, and it* iu»ulatum
sooner become gradunlly injured by Itsown weight This
1*, of course, only a probable conjecture, based upon the
facta above stated. But at the same time it ia impossible
to account in any other way for the cable having be|come damaged since its submersion. Should the fault
liave originated In this way, not the least blame is attributableeither to Sir Charles Bright, his assistants, or the
officers of the Agamemnon.the occurrence being solely referableto the defective and uncertain method of ascertainingthe speed of a ship at present in vogue in the Hoyal
navy. The steep range above alluded to is often mentionedas a sloping bank,.upon what ground it is difficult to
say, for but two soundings wcro tak.cn upon it, one at the
bottom ami another at the top, and those two soundings,
though only eight mileH apart, show a difference in elevationof 7,200 feet. Of the nature of the intervening space
no one can, of course, form any conjecture. Whether
the sides of this sub-marine mountain (for it cau be
.ailk-d nothing else) are broken by ravines and precipitouscliff* in the saute way as the sides of the mountains
uri liirul arc. nothing lint, u rlmu* Anil cari'fiil rat-Iaa of

soundings can ever determine. That such u series of
soundings were not made by Commander Dayman at the
point in question, when ho Bounded acroso the Atlantic
from the Cyclops, was, we believe, duo to the prevalence
of bad weather at the time. It is perfectly conclusive,
according to the experiments of l'rofessor Thomson and
Mr. Yarley, that the water has reached tho conducting
wire in at least one place not less than 220 miles from
the shore, and, us the currents received from Newfoundlandvary from one two-hundredths to only one nineUundrcthpart of the strength they should be, It would
be deceiving the public to stale that the fault is other
than of the most serious nature, hut still it is believed
possible by Bonie, with more delicate instruments, anil
with proper concert at both ends of the line, to work
through during some part of each day, provided the conditionof tho wire becomes no worse. Negative currents
of electricity are now used us much as possible in the
transmission of signuls, for, were \s>sitive currents used,
the exposed portion of the wire, by decomposing the salt
water in contact with it, would be oxidised through in a

very short time. Mr. Henley, who bus been for soinc days
experimenting u|K>n the cable, is sanguine of making the
line again serviceable by the use of Iris powerful magneto-electricmachines, which are now on their way from
London. It is as well that every expedient for working
tire line in its present defective condition bo .tried, as the
chances of successfully undemmntng tho cable as far as
the point of injury are unfortunately very small indeed.
Tire extraordinary phenomena of tire natural currents of
electricity, which are continually traversing the surface
of the earth in various directions, act by their inductivo
effects upon tiie great length of cablosubmerged, and disturbtho needle and galvanometers at l>oth ends of the
line to a considerable degree. Their nature and action,
if properly observed and studied by meauH of the Atlantic
cablo, would, 110 doubt, throw considerable light upon
the phenomena of diurnul magnetic variations, to accountfor which no satisfactory law has been proposed.
On the night of Monday, the tfth of September, one of
those extraordinary phenomenu called magnetic storms
must have passed over the track of tho cable, for from
hulf-past 11 to half-past 12 the reflecting galvanometer
in connection with the line was most violently disturbed.
Tiie reflections were so rapid and so violent that it was

only occasionally that the reflected ray of light could
be distinguished upon the reading scale. These magnetic
storms are of by no means rare occurrence, and, as well as

the earth currents already mentioned, sometimes cause

great delay and annoyance on long lines of telegraphic
communication.

There Is still a very generally prevalent idea that one

of tlic principal faults in the cable is comparatively near

shore ; and though this supposition is opposed to the
very conclusive experiments of Trofessor Thomson and
Mr. Varlcy, yet it is a question whether, for the full satj
Infliction of the shareholders, it would not he worth while
taking up tin: cubic for a few miles from either shore,
and then testing through the middle portion. These
operations would undoubtedly ho attended with considerableexpense, and it is therefore probably not thought
advisable to engage in them until it has been ascertained
how matters stand at tlio American terminus of the
cable. Mr. Lundy, one of the olcctrlcal assistants, pro1eeeds to Newfoundland on Tuesday by the i'rince Albert,
from (ialway, for the purpose of ascertaining the conIdition of the wire at the other terminus, nnil also for
the purpose of arranging a day on which a certain new

code of signals are to he sent at conceited times from
both ends, and to endeavor thus to re-establish intclli'gible communication. Even looking at matters in the
worst light, and supposing the cable, ns far as practical
working goes, a failure, not only has the practicabilityof submerging it liccn demonstrated, hut also the
practicability of working and signalling through it.
Therefore, it is not to be supposed for one moment
that the public, both on this and the other side of the
Atlantic, will ever allow the grand scheme for connecting
together the Old and the New World to fall to the ground,
even if ten cables instead of one he sacrificed in its accomplishment.At the same time private enterprise,
unless adequately encouraged by the two governments,
cannot lie expected to coqie forward und expend vast
sums of money in tho manufacture and submerging ol
another cable, with a fair chance against them of losing
both capital and interest. The Atlantic Telegraph ComIpany lmve expended nearly half-a-million in the inanu|torture and laying of the present cable, for which th<
English nnd American governments guarantee £28,000 s

year for a certain period, contingent upon success. Bui
should the present cable prove a failure both the capital
anil 1110 gavi't'inni'iiii miiismj are nwi, auu tut) muiicuoui

ere aro expected to subscribe another half-million foi
another wire on the self-same lxinis an before, and with
tho same chance of losing nil before them. Undei
these circumstances it is not surprising the difficulties o

raising the capital for a new cable nre looked upon at

almost insurmountable. If the English and Atnericur
governments are really anxious for an effective telegraphii
communication between the two countries, they have bill
to guarantee a certain though small per ccntagc on thi
total capital expended in the completion of the liuc, anc

money will bo forthcoming for new wires should five 01

six bo lost before one is successfully completed.

the oompnny's moneys.

sneered at the "outer barbarians' or "wenturn devils"
when they were distant, trembled and cowered with a

truly-pitiable abjectnew when it saw abore seventy luenof-warnailing over the Chinese neon, armed with more

than a thousand guns, all lowering upon Chinese towns
and allies like a pent-up thunder storm long brewing in
the heavens. They carried about 10,000 men, prepurod
for auy deadly fracas by laud or by sea ; and though
large vessels cannot ascend to Nankin or rekin, yet
the steam gun-bouts were adapted to the river navigation,and could almost throw their shells and shot
into the Emperor's own palaces. Tlu> imperial commissioner,therefore, the exponent of the Imperial
mind and will, wheu he saw with his own eyes the
"outer bnrliariaiis" in strong force within forty inilcs
only of the capital of the Flowery Kingdom, with a fleet
covering all the Chinese waters, and knew that orders
had been given for the immediate des|iatch of 6,000 additionaltroops from Hong-Kong, who were even then on

their way, understood full well there was no trilling on

the part of the allies, nor would they tolerate any on the
part of the Chinese. From Tcin- isin to Pekin there is a
good hard road, though, as 1 understood from a gentleman
who has seen it within a few weeks, the water in the im|>erialcanal is oidy four feel deep, and the canal, therefore,
could afford no aid in the transportation of troops and
military munitions ; in a few daya, as the Emperor knew,
the British and French cannon would be heard thunderingaway at the gates of Pekin, unless a good top should
be thrown into the teeth of thoso who sent them. For,
if Brother Jonathan loves "the almighty dollar" when
lie has earned it, John Bull snatchos on the right and the
left, near and far away, from the civilized and the Bavage,
from the weak and tho strong, and from the niggers,
whatever he pretends, as well from the yellows and the
whites. The Emperor, therefore, was but too happy to

get rid of these vultures, cost whatever concessions,
money, and humiliations it might.
The llussian treaty was signed on the 14th inst., the

American on the I'Jth, and the French and English either
day before yesterday, tho 21st, or this morning, the 23d,
as wo are vory directly informed. A steamer leaves here
in a few days for Shanghai, which it is supposed takes all
the treaties to tho respective governments with which
they arc made. Diplomacy, from what 1 can learn, Is a
mysterious "institution," which keeps everything secret,
and yet lets everything out. In one way or another
everything transpires, before pcrha{M it hns bieen put upon
paper, and while the wise diplomats are but too happy
and self-applauding, thlnkiug that they have locked it
up in their bosoms, and set their seal upon the door
which opens to their tomb*. Is there, anything honest,
moral, and truly Christian in diplomacy ns generally conductedy Is it not a system of fraud, trickery, and dishonorableand often inhuman management, enforced by
threats of violence and chuckling over successful villany ?

The sword and the cannon have done thenwork,when the diplomats gather around the yet pantingand bleeding corpse, and gravely debate how they
shall divide it. I rejoice in the fuct that our minister has
concluded a treaty without shedding one drop of human
blood, or wetting ono cheek with a tear, thug giving to
the American name among the Chinese an attraction und
prestige which many years will not be able to do Away.

1 understand that all the conditions proposed by the
French and F.nglish have been conceded, excepting the
reimbursement for the expenses of the war, and the libertyto navigate the great river Yaug-tse-Kiang its whole
navigablo distance. Payment, however, will be made
for the losses sustained by the English residents In Canton; the river Yang-tec-Kiang will be open to Nankin,
which in fact secures the advantages of the navigation
of the whole river; eight new ports will bo opened to
commerce, and a minister may have free access to Pckin
whenever it is necessary. It is also said that the navi-
gution of Yaug-tse-Kiang is not conceited to Americans in
the treaty Mr. lloed has negotiated. But this is a matterof doubt, for before the conclusion of the treaty it
was stated that the Chinese Commissioner was ready to
grant us all the privileges of the moBt favored nations
The Russians have for a long time been allowed to

have a church iu l'ekin and a bishop and ids clergy,
; who have rendered important service to the Chinese in

correcting their calendar and imparting general astro;nomical information. The bishop recently came down
the river with the Russian minister, and being an openheartedman, was quite communicative upon the state of
tilings in Pekin. lie stated that the Emperor was in the
greatest consternation and terror, and was even an object

; of pity in his misery and dejection. For while the French
f and English were close to the gates of the Imperial City,

with a force which as lie know lie could not resist, the
rebels woro spreading their conquests iu all directions,
and getting new accessions to their forces. It needed all
his resources to repel them, without attending to tho

i calls of the barbarians and, unloss bo can repel them,
t fears that soon they will occupy the very position of the

allies, and send him the same compliments. In this dilemma,placed between two 6iich fires, what could he do
r but what lio 1ms done, if he would prolong his reign, or

i preserve his throne to his children. He is "the sick old
r man," whose consumptive and asthmetic Htate has wafkened such lively sympathy in tlic Einperor Nicholas, and
i it is a remarkable coincidence that he has fallen into the
i hands of tho same doctors. Their skill is undoubted ;
: but it Is said tiicy still hold to the exploded practice of
t firn jmucturc, sending tho needle to tho vitals when noth)ing was needed but a purge.
I Mr. Reed, our minister, is expected to come down day
r after to-morrow, and tako possession of tho Minnesota

once tnoro as his homo ; and the other ministers will
soon follow. These sens will cease to be whitened with
the sail of belligerent ships, and tho clumsy old junks

f resume, not thoir activity, for they never hod any, but
f their dismal movements over these waters. With the

opening of the eight new ports and the Yang-tsc-Kiang,
doubtless foreign commerce will receive a vast and suddenexpansion, and the stars and stripes mingle in large
proportion with the (lags of other nations.

pace." But the question is, not what America catf afford,but what is demanded by tho conscience of mankind. j
A cat can nfford to watch a mouse for on indefinite period,
but that is no satisfaction either to the mouse itself or to
lookers-on. The fact apparently is, that Mexico must be
held In torment, not on account of any inherent difficulty
in tho process of absorption, but because of the rivalries
of the abolition and slave parties in the Union. Governmentcan take no step without their mutual consent, but
private filibustering bands can act without consulting
cither. Whotlicr the thought that in this way also the
country may be acquired without any necessity for a formalrecognition of its outstanding liabilities la mixed up
with these considerations it would lie disagreeable to seek
to determine. As regards any course the federal governmentmay take, the suspicion would be unjust, but a most
ugly symptom on tho subject accompanies the statements
just put forward at New York. The creditors are tauntedas socking to recover their "usurious ventures, and in
modern days the plea of usury is never raised except as a

preliminary to repudiation. A few years back the Dry
Dock Bank of New York succeeded in willing off a debt
to Mr. Morrison, of London, by this means, liut the indignationon the point led to an alteration of the Htatc
law, and we were never to hear anything more of such
proceedings. But it is now revived on the most extensive
possible scale. The interest of English, French, Dutch
and Gorman creditors in the good faith of Mexioo amounts
to the nominal sum of ten million sterling, and although
its pressure on the country is very small compared with
its resources, since owing to the creditors having consent- {
ed, besides otiier sacrifices, to a reduction of interest
from 6 per cent, to 3, it* effect is not groatcr than that of f
an ordinary debt of five millions, the prospect of their
having to defend their claims against the cry apparently * I
about to fie initiated is sufficiently alarming.
